The , BANKS, had been en- 
abled to show his sympathy with a 
people professedly struggling to relieve 
themselves from a power which they 
abhorred, and which held over them 
the rod of despotic sway. It came 
with an excellent grace from him who 
had worn shoulder-straps and stars, to 
crush out the energies of a brave and 
glorious people, struggling for their 
liberty and independence! Was there 
ever a more distinct and definite ap- 
plication of the principle that “ cir- 
cumstances alter cases?’”’
